nected with it, who applied the air 
brakes; this could easily be done, as 
there was' a cord running through the 
several <ww which composed the trail, 
which wail connected with a valve, and 
was placed there as a precaution against 
accidents. 
On being asked why he 


thought the train was stopped by some 
of the passengers, he said: There was a 
party on the train who were singing, 
smanhing hats and conducting them- 
selves in a very disgraceful manner. 
They were passing around bottles of 
whiskey, tmd the foundation of that ac- 
cident wan rum.

purposes toward us; third, that in order 
to justly claim the right to exercise such 
control the government of the United 
States ought to own at least a controll- 
ing share of the property of the cannl, 
and would be in a better condition, if it 
owned the whole canal. It is the gen- 
aral bslief that a canal by way of Nica- 
rangna is more favorably situated for 
our own in time of war and fer the con

The S. F. ('all says Senator Voorhees 


mnde a speech in the Senate shortly 
after the reading of the report kof the 
Secretary of the Treasury, in which he 
took strong ground againsf*that portion 
of the report which recommends the re- 
tirement of silver certificates from cir- 
culation. The Senator quoted from a 
former speech, in which he said: 


Sir, in the entire catalogue of crime 


against human society, not one can be 
found so awful in all its consequences, 
both immediate and remote, as a Gov- 
ernment commits when it deliberately 
destroys the money of its own citizens. 
Wherever, in all the regions of time 
such measures have been accomplished, 
tbe horrors of History have taken place. 
No shrinkage in amount of money, no 
contraction of the currency in the hands 
of the people, was ever enforced by law 
to any considerable 
extent, 
except 


amidst broken lives, ruined hopes, de- 
spair, lost honor, and all the vices 
springing from the lowest depths of pov- 
erty and human misery. 


Having thus depicted, in somewhat 


vivid colors, the consequences which 
must result from any considerable con- 
traction of the currency, the Senator 
proceeded to show that the Secretary 
proposes to destroy $106,0(10,000 now in 
the hands of the people. The Treasury 
report states that they have been dis- 
tributed among the people $34,000,000 
in silver dollars, and that $66,000,000 
remain in the vaults of tbe Treasury. 
But the Senator declares the report to 
be lacking in fairness of intelligence, 
because it convoys the impression that 
these $66,000,000 were the property of 
the Government, whereas they are sim- 
ply held by the Government for the re- 
demption of an equal amount of silver 
certificates based upon them. There is, 
therefore, the entire sam coined in cir- 
culation, $31,000,000 in the form of sil- 
ver dollars, and $66,000,000 in the form 
of certificates issued against silver dol- 
lars lying in the vaults of t%e Treasury. 
The report recommends th 9 retirement 
of the certificates, and that no more 
silver dollars be coined. 
This recom- 


mendation the Senator characterizes ai 
an assault upon $100,000,01)0 of money 
in circulation, and possessed of the game 
purchasing power as pold.

My rile is a great soootw. It is sim- 


ply a pit, walled in on Hie aides, ce- 
mented on the bottom and made her- 
metically tight, so aa to *iolnd« em 
all oxygen, in fact, made air-tight, 
to what use do you pat this, air-tight 
pit? Why, to pack ensilage in? Now, 
what is ensilage? Oh, it's only a g«L- 
erio term tor fodder for cows—a dainty 
dish for bones—pigs lore it—sheep fat- 
ten on it. Ensilage makes June batter 
in January at half tbe cost ef first-class 
butter. As Bailey of Winning Farm, 
Mass., in his book on ensilage says: 
It produces milk for one cent per 
quart, butter for ten cents per pound, 
beef for four cents per pound, mutton 
for nothing, if wool is thirty cents per 
ponad. Bnt yon don't tell me what is 
ensilage, only yon say that it is a gen- 
eric term? It comprises, as mine does, 
any green plant that cattle like, cat up 
by horse-power into pieces one-quarter 
of an inch long, and packed away closely 
and trodden down into the silo; while it 
is growing green in the field, in its most 
succulent and nutritious condition, and 
there is that air-tight pit, it wijl keep 
sound, sweet and nutritions for years. 
A silo is simply a monstrous big' fruit 
can, 
that keeps grasses as fresh, as 
while growing in tbe field—good for 
both Winter and Summer. 


This way. of keeping feed for stock 


should receive the attention it 'deserves 
from the fanners of Nevada. A relative 
of the editor raises "fodder corn," that 
is corn sown broadcast and cut with a 
mowing machine when about two and a 
half feet tall, and cuts this corn up fine 
with all the juice in it and packs it in a 
silo. 
This ensilage comes out in the 


Winter perfectly fresh and sweet and 
fed to a herd ef Jersey cows enables 
their own«r to make gilt-edged hotter 
that sells at all times for 50 cents a 
pound in Maine. One ton of this 
"green feed" is worth five of dry, cured 
in the old way. Won't some of our 
farmers build a silo this year and give 
ensilage, a trial? We should be glad to 
report the result.

Trie Planet Mercury. 


Those interested in the heavenly bod- 


ies have now an opportunity of seeing 
the planet Mercury (which rarely oc- 
curs 
under 
such favorable circum- 


stances) in the evening just after sun- 
set. It follows the suu six degrees 
north. It shines as a star o! the first 
magnitude, and as no large stars are 
near it, the observer can make Ho mis- 
take in the mutter. A small telescope 
will siiow thu pluuut us part of- a disc, 
there being only six-tenths of the sur- 
face which is directed*toward the earth 
illuminated by the son. The illumin- 
ated side is of course toward the sun, 
and ths brightness of the lighted up 
portion will be seen to decrease rapidly 
toward the uuilluminated limit. It is 
now approaching the sun rapidly, and 
will soon be lost to view except in a 
powerful telescope. 


Bill for Retiring Judge Hill- 


yer.
